bank, says a recent check showed 
48 loans were requested of

42 were approved in whole or in 
part.

bank's, confidence in them. 
But

ROCK (/P) — Arkansas 


may have gone through national 
Safe Driving day without a traf- 
fic fatality. 


Shortly after last midnight, State 


Police headquarters here said that 
it had not received any reports of 
a fatal traffic accident. 
\ If the report stands up, Arkan- 
feas will have co'mpleled a 43-hour 
stretch without a traffic fatality.

Army Enlists 
4,500 Under 
New Program 


By kLtON C. FAY 


WASHINGTON UP) — The Army 


has enlisted slightly over 4.500 six- 
month trainees in the first eight 
weeks of the new reserve pro- 
gram. 


The figures were made public 


today by the Army in answer to 
an inquiry on 
progress 
of this 


phase of the latest of a long se- 
ries of efforts to 
create 
a full- 


fledged reserve system. 


these pro-draft age youths have 


volunteered for six months of ac- 
live training, followed by 7'/z years 
of reserve liability. Not all of them 
actually are entering training camp 
immediately. 
Many 
have 
been 


granted deferred status to 
allow 


them to complete high school and 
other studies. 


The goal of the 'Defense Depart- 


ment is to have 95,000 trainees by 
next June 30, a beginning toward 
an eventual pool of 
2H> million 


trained men who could be 
called 


to duty in another war. 


Before the program began last 


Oct. 
3, officials talked of getting 


5,000 trainees to enlist each month. 
Officials of the National Security 
Training Commission, the group 
which is nomitoring the program' 
passed by the last Congress, con- 
cede now, however, that the six- 
month training phase of the pro- 
gram is off to a "slower start than 
we had expected." 


But both commission 
members 


and Army officials insist that it is 
too soon to judge the success of 
the program. 


Chairman David Sarnoff of the 


Commission thinks one thing that 
has retarded the program 
so 


far is failure of parents and 
the 


eligible youths to understand 
the 


choices and advantages in 
com- 


pleting their stint of military train- 
ing early. 


But he also comments that 
if 


Ihe program "doesn't get off the 
ground" after a trial, it will 
be 


a matter requiring changes 
by 


Congress. Congress had declined 
to operate the reserve training sys- 
tem through use of selective serv- 
ice methods.

WASHINGTON UP) — The Army 


has enlisted slightly over 4.500 six- 
month trainees in the first eight 
weeks of the new reserve pro- 
gram. 


The figures were made public 


today by the Army in answer to 
an inquiry on 
progress 
of this 


phase of the latest of a long se- 
ries of efforts to 
create 
a full- 


fledged reserve system. 


these pro-draft age youths have 


volunteered for six months of ac- 
live training, followed by 7'/z years 
of reserve liability. Not all of them 
actually are entering training camp 
immediately. 
Many 
have 
been 


granted deferred status to 
allow 


them to complete high school and 
other studies. 


The goal of the 'Defense Depart- 


ment is to have 95,000 trainees by 
next June 30, a beginning toward 
an eventual pool of 
2H> million 


trained men who could be 
called 


to duty in another war. 


Before the program began last 


Oct. 
3, officials talked of getting 


5,000 trainees to enlist each month. 
Officials of the National Security 
Training Commission, the group 
which is nomitoring the program' 
passed by the last Congress, con- 
cede now, however, that the six- 
month training phase of the pro- 
gram is off to a "slower start than 
we had expected." 


But both commission 
members 


and Army officials insist that it is 
too soon to judge the success of 
the program. 


Chairman David Sarnoff of the 


Commission thinks one thing that 
has retarded the program 
so 


far is failure of parents and 
the 


eligible youths to understand 
the 


choices and advantages in com- 
pleting their stint of military train- 
ing early. 


But he also comments that 
if 


Ihe program "doesn't get off the 
ground" after a trial, it will 
be 


a matter requiring changes 
by 


Congress. Congress had declined 
to operate the reserve training sys- 
tem through use of selective serv- 
ice methods.
